Bor Hill Residents Association 
From the Secretary’s Notepad 

At tile last Committee Meeting it was announced by the Membership Secretary, Hr. 
Levitt, that we now have over JOO paid-up members of the Association. This, we are 
happy to say, is the result of some hard work being put in by Committee members, going 
round the Village and knocking on doors. However, some of the Committee have been 
somewhat disillusioned by the reluctance on the part of some residents to join, even 
at the non-inflated price of 50 p per household. 

As subscriptions are our main source of income, we are naturally disappointed 
that we cannot get the support of all residents - especially as a large proportion of 
our money is spent every year on the Newsletter, which is of course delivered free to 
every householder. 

In the face of ever-increasing costs in the production of the Newsletter, we are 
being forced to consider ways of cutting these. One suggestion has been to restrict 
the Newsletter to members only. We are of course extremely reluctant to take such a 
step, as it would appear to alienate the very people we are encouraging to join. 

It is generally accepted that this Newsletter is a worthy publication and an 
essential part of our community activities. For their part, the Parish Council would 
be hard-pressed to find a similar publication in which to give reports of their 
activities and decisions. 

In conclusion then, there would appear to be two solutions to the problem. 

• Firstly, that the Committee should look into the possibility of raising additional 
L-evenue by including advertising in the Newsletter. This of course has certain 
disadvantages, including the additional work in production, and the possible drop in 
"readability" for those readers who prefer the present format and dislike the 
necessity for advertising in an otherwise excellent publication. Secondly, if those 
residents who declined to join the association now decided to join, in the light of - 
this information, the problem would be solved. 

Stray dogs We are once again receiving reports of stray dogs roamirg the Village, 
causing damage, ransacking dust-bin bags, and fouling footpaths and amenity areas* 

We are fully aware that the majority of (Jog-owners are responsible people who exercise 
their dogs under proper control, but we would appeal to those who turn their pets 
loose to reconsider their communal responsibilities.
